Legion Urges 
Full Program 
Rehabilitation 


By LORNE BRUCE 

VANCOUVER, June 9—(CP)— 
A rehabilitation plan embracing 
varied suggestions for improving 
the dominion’s economic struc- 
ture and stressing protection of 
war veterans was approved yes- 
terday at the concluding session 
of the biennial convention of the 


Canadian Legion's Dominion 
Command. 

After completing study of the 
plan, deciding to hold the next 


convention in Quebec City in 1946 
and installing officers, the conven- 
tion closed leaving a heavy slop- 
over of unfinished business includ- 
ing 42 printed resolutions and the 
reports of the Imperials’ Division 


and the Soldier Settlement com- 

mittee, 

TO BE CONSIDERED 
Assurances that soldier settle- 


ment questions would be fully con- 
sidered was given when after ex- 
tended discussion of that phase of 
the rehabilitation plan, it was de- 
cided that provincial commands 
could make recommendations later 
and these would be included in 
the final report submitted to the 
federal government. 

During the prolonged debate 
on soldier settlement delegates 
had urged co-operative owner- 
ship of farm machinery, that 
settlers be allowed to take up 
city properties under the scheme 
so they could obtain benefit of 
civic services and that the land 
be revalued every five years. 
Before adjourning delegates 

passed a motion demanding that 
important reports such as rehabili- 
tation be submitted to conventions 
before elections. Prof. C, B, Lums- 
den of Dartmouth, N.S., who pre- 
sented the rehabilitation report, 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Dominion first vice-president. 

‘A Dominion - provincial confer- 
ence to eliminate any possible con- 
stitutional obstacles in the way of a 
full rehabilitation program was 
suggested in the 7,500-word report 
which said rehabilitation is the 
primary responsibility of the fed- 
eral government but the provinces 
are better fitted to co-ordinate and 
direct the work. 

HEAR LAFLECHE 

Delegates also heard Maj.-Gen, 
L. R. LaFleche, national war ser- 
vices minister, urge all Legion 
members to work towards elimina- 
tion of racial dissension in the 
Dominion, 

Two motions were introduced 
immediately after Gen. LaFleche 
spoke contending that the con- 
vention did not agree with his 
statement that Canada has reach- 
ed as near a total war effort as 
was possible for a country so far 
removed from battle, Both were 
ruled out of order by convention 
chairman A, E, (Jack) Moore of 
Winnipeg who said the Legion's 
attitude had been adequately ex- 
Pressed in previous convention 
actions,

Providing $3,650,000,000

OTTAWA, June 9— (CP) —The Commons yesterday 


unanimously adopted the war appropriation bill providing 
$3,650,000,000 for war expenditures during the present 


after the war to effect an orderly: 
transition to peacetime conditions, 
that veterans be given full employ- 
ment and social security and that 
small industries be promoted and 
large industries decentralized. 


OTHER OBJECTIVES 

Other objectives were a six-hour 
work day with retention of the pre- 
sent standard of living, retention of 
the armed services with larger or- 
ganizations than before the out- 
break of war, a preference in em- 


ployment for veterans and compul-| 


sory development of properties 
which might be kept undeveloped 
for speculative purposes. 

As compensation for war vet- 
erans, the report recommended a 
bonus for each soldier, training 
allowances if required in addi- 
tion to pension, basic service pay 
until re-established, priorities for 
those establishing or re-establish- 
ing themselves in business and 
more adequate preparations for 
land settlement. 

Establishment of veterans’ homes 
across Canada, equal education op- 
portunities in all parts of Canada 
and federal grants to increase 
teachers’ salaries were other recom- 
mendations, 


MOTION DEFEATED 

Delegates defeated by a large 
majority a resolution introduced by 
a Vancouver member that all re- 
habilitation schemes be financed 
by issuance of debt-free money. 

Allan Piper of Cornwall, Ont., 
elected Wednesday as Dominion 
third vice-president as a represen- 
tative of new veterans, told the 
convention that new veterans at 
Christie Street hospital in Toronto 
were not getting adequate attention. 

Delegates cheered Mr. Piper 
when he said that all Legion mem- 
bers and branches should investi- 
gate conditions in their own dis- 
tricts and demand fair treatment.

Money Well Spent 


One of the highly encouraging side- 
results of wartime has been the increased 
attention that is now being paid to re- 
search work. From 300 the staff of the 
National Research Council has grown to 
1200. It is now operating 13 laboratories 
and experimental stations across Canada. 
The cost has risen from one to six millions 
per year. 

At present, of course, research is di- 
rected mainly to the discovery of more ef- 
fective means for making war, such as 
more powerful explosives or kinds better 
adapted for particular purposes. Neces- 
sarily these activities are shrouded in 
secrecy. But enough is known to more than 
justify the expenditure of money and time. 
In this matter of explosives alone, it is no 
longer a secret that Canada has developed 
something far in advance of anything that 
was known five years ago. 

These men of science can contribute as 
much to the needs of peacetime as they 
are now contributing to the needs of war- 
time. What can be done with surplus wheat 
when the world returns again to normal 
production is a sample question to which 
the researchmen should be able to find an 
answer. How can synthetic rubber be made 
fully as useful as tree rubber is another. 
So in every line of production there are 
problems which only trained researchers 
can be expected to solve, and the solving of 
which will add to the sum total of em- 
ployment and the betterment of living 
conditions. 

There should, therefore, be no slashing 
of expenditure on research when the war 
ends, That is one branch of the public 
servicé which we cannot afford to curtail 
in a misguided impulse to cut outlay. Given 
capable direction, the more research costs 
the more it will be worth. 


Work for Mr. Pouliot 


Mr. Jean Pouliot, M.P., might do more 
to get food to French children with as 
little delay as possible if he stopped 
shedding fruitless tears in the House of 
Commons and transferred the scene of his 
lamentations to the City of Montreal. 

In that city the police are kept busy 
every evening preventing, or more often 
breaking-up, pitched battles between men 
in uniform and civilian mobs, A typical 
affray occurred Wednesday evening when 
a group of servicemen tried to enter a 
downtown restaurant. Waiters and cus- 
tomers piled tables against the door, 
barages of beer bottles were exchanged, a 
crowd gathered in the street, the tram ser- 
vice was stalled for hak an hour, and 
order was restored only when the police 
threatened to use their revolvers.. 

These encounters are not casual or un- 
related incidents. They are outcroppings of 
the latent hostility which certain elements 
in Montreal have engendered against all 
who wear the uniforms of our fighting 
forces. It is common report all across 
Canada that a man in uniform runs into 
danger of unprovoked assault if he ven- 
tures off the main streets in Montreal. 

All this while over in France Canadian 
troops—French-Canadians —included—are 
dying in the attempt.to restore food, lib- 
erty and normal rights to the afflicted 
people, the hungry childyen included. Per- 
haps Mr. Pouliot could do something to 
impress the Montreal mobsters with some 
sense of their responsibility to those 
children, whose plight he is so deeply and 
properly concerned about. If that is too 
much to hope, he might at least be able 
to show them what a spectacle they are 
presenting, and how they are building up 


anti-Quebec sentiment in the other 
provinces.

The Advantage of Position 


If the choice had been left to Marshal 
Rommel it is a good guess that the Allies 
would not have made their landings on the 
coast of Normandy. Almost anywhere else 
would suit him better, for the geographic 
advantages are heavily on the side of the 
invaders. 

From their beach-head the Allied 

forces may develop their attack up the 
valley of the Seine toward Paris. Equally 
they may lunge to the west, and pinch off 
not only the peninsula of Normandy but 
the peninsula of Brittany as well. The 
latter move would give them a foot-hold 
reaching from the Seine to the Loire, al- 
most as large as the Low Countries, and 
admirably adapted as a springboard for 
drives either against Paris or straight 
across middle France. 

That northwest corner of France juts 
far out into the Atlantic. It is most fay- 
orably situated for landing reinforcements 
and supplies from Britain and overseas 
direct, It contains such famous harbors 
as Le Havre, St. Malo, Cherbourg, Brest, 
St. Nazaire, With this area firmly in 
Allied hands, the Nazi troops scattered 
throughout the whole southern half of the 
country could be put under two-way attack 
by Allied landings somewhere on the 
Mediterranean coast. 

Rommel is not the man to ignore these 
advantages of position which his oppon- 
ents are in the act of acquiring nor the 
difficulties of blocking their strategic 
move, To throw his reserves into the battle 
of Normandy would be to risk new—and 
heavier—invasion thrusts against other 
coastal sectors to the east and therefore in 
his rear, The peninsular area could be- 
come another Tunisia. 

The ‘desert fox’ has had enough ex- 
perience in tight places to know that 
Hisenhower and Montgomery have set an- 
other trap for him,

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In the East 

The battle around Iasi is growing hot- 
ter. At that gap in the Romanian defence 
line the Axis forces have been on the attack 
for more than a week, the Russians con- 
tenting themselves with throwing back the 
assaults and taking a heavy toll of the 
attackers. There are indications that the 
enemy offensive is losing foree. and the 
ted army may launch a counter-drive any 
time. ; 
To set things in perspective, the reports 
of enemy losses suggest that the battle 
there has been on a scale similar to the 
struggle at the Hitler line in Italy. It is 
only against the background of Sevasto- 
pol, Cherkassy and Stalingrad that the 
fighting at lasi has seemed to be of small 
proportions. If the Russians were marking 
time until the western Allies were ready 
to strike, they have been doing some hard 
battling while they waited, though on a 
relatively small front. 

In some quarters it is being asked when 
the Red army will match the invasion in 
the west by resuming the offensive, and 
thus put the enemy between two fires. 
There need be no uneasiness on that score. 
The Red army is doing what in the judg- 
ment of the Allied high command it is best 
that it should do at this juncture, It will 
strike when the moment comes—the mo- 
ment that was in all likelihood settled at 
Teheran. 

Military considerations aside, the Rus- 
sians had to put in a crop on the thousands 
of square miles of Ukraine wheatlands, 
This is the first time in four years that 
they have had a chance to reap a harvest 
there, and Russia needs the wheat. How 
they got through last winter only the 
Russians know. Perhaps some of the Red 
soldiers and army tractors have been 
plowing up the fields and putting in the 
seed?

The peaceful purposes of democracy 
are shown by the difficulties democratic 
countries encounter in trying to fit their 
industrial organisms to the needs of war- 
time. In Washington and adjacent states 
some 30,000 mill-workers and loggers went 
on strike because the U.S war labor board 
refused to grant wage increases. Such 
things do not happen in a country whose 
people have been schooled to suppress all 
other considerations to thg end of building 
military power.

Mitchell States 
"Plan to Bridge 
— Manpower Gan 


OTTAWA, June 9 -- (CP) 
Faced with a need of 196,000 
workers in industry and other 
civilian occupatians Labor Minis- 
ter Mitchell last niaht announced 
a broadening of the 
service program to fill manpower 
needs, 

Mr. Mitchell dealt with Canada's 
acute manpower problem in an 
address broadcast on the CBC Do- 


minion network, A short time 
earlier he had outlined to the 
Commons the highlights of the 
program which has three main 
| features . 
They are: 
| PLAN INTERVIEWS 
1, Interviewing individually of 
some 500,000 men rejected from 
service in the armed forces with 
|a view to moving them, where 


necessary to more essential em- 
ployment, 

2. Extension of compulsory trans- 
fer regulations to cover a greater 
number of occupations and more 
| vigorous application. 

3. Extension of the 
mobilization survey to all 
tries making the employment 
all men from 16 to 40 years in all 
industrial and commercial estah- 
lishments subject to survey. 

In his radio address Mr. Mit- 
chell said that toward the end, of 
May Employment and Selective 
Service offices had vacancies for 
100,000 men and 41,000 women 
required by high priority indus- 
tries and 55,000 persons sought by 
industries in lower priorities, in- 
cluding some essential services. 

In addition to these manpower 
}needs the armed forces required 
“a constant stream of ‘additional 
| men,’

“On the civilian side, we will 
have to call still further for 
women who are without family 
responsibilities to engage in in-

time, We can use thousands for 
part time work. Some of the 
needs can be met through a more 
general use of women in many 
branches of industrial work, 

“The transfer of workers from 
plant to plant and place to place 
will have to be developed further, 
The services of conscientious ob- 
jectors and prisoners of war will be 
| necessary, 

“I would stress the point that in 
regard to men in the age groups 
mentioned, whether callable for 
military training or not, or whether 
married or single, all cases will be 
examined most carefully,” said Mr, 
| Mitchell.

Defend- 
ants to this counter claim are Con- 
stable Elmer L. D. McDougall, 
R.C.M.P, Inspector A. G. Birch, 
R.C.M.P., Magistrate A. F. Totzke 
and the Edmonton Fur Auction 
Sales Ltd. The latter company is 
joined as defendant because the} 
seized furs were shipped to it for| 
sale. 


The court action arose out of a 
seizure of furs by Constable Mc-; 
Dougall and the prosecution of 
Magrum on a charge of using poi- 
son bait.

$25 and ordered all furs in his 
Possession confiscated, 

Appeal against the confiscation 
was taken to the Alberta appeal 
court, the court holding that the 
magistrate had exceeded his au- 
thority in ordering the confiscation.

And Mine

We cannot expect a growing 
child to refrain from climbing, 
jumping, yelling, running and 
throwing. These are all new and 
exciting ways in which to use the 
new muscle strength and it is up 
to the parent to provide harmless 
and legitimate ways in which to 
exercise these capacities. 


Mrs. D. B. has a 16-months-old | 
daughter who is a climber. “I have 
a gate to keep her out of the 
kitchen,” she writes, “but she has 
the freedom of the other rooms 
She gets her walks and outings 


twice a day, when weather permits, 
but her climbing takes her from 
chair to table to a ceiling-high peak, 
I've tried re-arranging the chairs 
or tipping them over, but this 
doesn't stop her, 

“I don't like to take her anywhere 
for people go from faint to shock 
at the precarious positions she gets 
into, Despite my scoldings, whip- 
pings and very close watching she 
goes merrily on. She doesn’t know 
the meaning of fear. | 

“Outside of that one activity she | 
is a happy, healthy, generally con- 
tented baby. I am sure my hair 
will turn gray or I will die of 
shock if she doesn't stop climbing. 
She has been walking since ten 
months and climbing since twelve.” 

Because your house has no 
stairs she is denied this splendid 
climbing exercise enjoyed by 
most children of this age.
